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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed January 30, 
2009. Claims 1 -30 are currently pending in this case. Claims 1,2,7,8,13,1 4, 20, 21 , 
24, 25, 28, and 29 are currently under examination in this case. Claims 3-6, 9-12, 15- 
19, 22-23, 26-27, and 30 were previously withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1 , 7, 
13, 20, 24, and 28 are currently amended. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 
30, 2009 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 2, 7, 8, 13, and 14, drawn to a plurality of sensors for generating 
alerts, classified in class 726, subclass 23. 

II. Claims 20, 21 , 24, 25, 28, and 29, drawn to a method of organizing alerts, 
classified in class 707, subclass 7. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

5. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
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not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because group II does not require the use 
of sensors. The subcombination has separate utility such as using sensors to generate 
alerts.
